HAT in the Council of War held yefterday the 
things were debated,namely whether to 
‘Atcack the Lines,or brfiege Limburg : Without doubt 
the firft would be the more glorious Attempt ; | but 
before it be determin’d, they judge it neceffary to 
examine all the Difficulties of executing it, and 
afterwards the Advantage that may accrue from fuc- 
That part of the Line that feems eafieft to be at- 
tack’d, reaches'from Wafzige or the Mehaigne as far 
as Janche, which “is an Extent of 2 Leagues anda 
half; it lyes crofs.a Plain, but it takes in a rifing 
‘Ground at Meerdorp. And it is to: be enquir'd, Whe- 
‘ther the Enemies ate really inferior in number to us, 
and wherher their Lines are not ftrongerand ber- 
ter repair'd, than is reported. 
- Suppofing the Lines fore’d, it is next to be confi- 
der'd, What Advantage: will come of it, and whether 
-we {fall thenvbe able to penetrate into the Country, 
and to march to Tirlemont

Enemy’s Army and Janche, which will be impoffible 
to be done without rifqning our-Rearguard. 

If; afcer the Lines fhalleither be forc’d by us, or 
abandon’d by theEnemy, fhould be thought ad- 
vifable for our Army to'pafs the Gette lower, about 
Heilerfheim, \ the Enemy would move, down alon 
thar River to obferve us, and by extending their Left 
to Heilertheim, would have a ftronger part of the 
Line before them than that between the Mehaigne 
and Janche, and by that means hinder us from ad- 
vancing to Tirlemont or Louvain. |

it is not poffible for us when we ate got with the 
Army within theLines in the part neareft toHanuye, 
to march with expedition fufficient to prevent the 
Enemy from feizing the Poft of Judoigne, where they 
will have no more than about 600 Paces of Ground 
todefend. 
If we had in our Places on the Maefe all things 
neceffary for the Siege of Namur, ‘tis not credible 
‘they would fuffer us’ to cut off their Communica- 
tion with that Town: Bur the Body commanded by 
Monfieur de Pracontal, and our Difofition upon the 
Maefe, put the Enemies out of fear of a Siege ; and 
the Works which Monfieur Cochorn formerly added, 
fufficiently fecure them againft the Effects of Bombs. 
We cannot pofitively affirm that the Encmies will 
_do as we shave faid, but they may do fo, or repair 
and ftrengthen their Lines before we can be in aCon- 
dition to attack them. 
Prudence alfo requires usto makt the moft {crious 
Reflections in an Affair of fo great Importance, and 


to difpofe things in fuch a manner, if we determine . 


to march towards the Lines, that whar Courfe fo- 
ever the Enemies take, we may be in 2 Condition of 
purfuing our Defigns. And as the Good of the Com- 
mon Caufe mainly’ depends on the Refolution’ we 


fhall take in this Occafion, it becomes us to examine 


with the’ greateft Deliberation, whether we oughe 
rather to atiack the Lines or befiege Limburg. which 
‘is not a Place of fo little Confequence as Men ima- 
gine, for,when we are Mafters of that Place, which 
ought to be attack’d in a favourable Seafon, and not 
in the decline of the Year, by reafon the Ways will 
then be impracticable, we not only acquiré a whole 
Province, buc cover our own Country,and the Coun- 
tries of Juliers and Gelder ; we cut.off from them all 
.Communication with our Country, and extend and 
fecure our own Quarters, which will make it eafie 
to clear the whole Country between the Maefe and 
“Whatever Refolution fhall be taken, We whofe 
Names are underwritten will not fail to contribute 
all we can to facilitate the Execution of it. |
